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Group IV, claims 30-69, 77 and 78, directed to nucleic acid encoding a 



fusion protein comprising an HBsAg S domain and an HCV E polypeptide 1 ; 



Group V, claims 70 and 71, drawn to methods of producing VLPs; and 



Group VI, claims 72-75, directed to methods of producing cell lines that produce 

HBsAg VLPs. 



In response to the restriction requirement, applicants elect Group IV, without traverse.
